VIVISECTION IS 


JUSTIFIABLE IN 


LIGHT OF SCIENCE 


(By DR. CHAS. P. KING.) 
There is, perhaps, 
no subject 


which is today occupying the minds 
of modern scientific men and philan- 
thropists as well, as the one now 
under consideration. 


We are aware that there has been 


much opposition, to this practice by 
many well" meaning 
persons 
who 


shudder, as it were, at the thought 
of putting living animals to torture 
for the benefit even of medical sci- 
ence. Happiiyithis number Isjgrad- 
ually diihinishiiig and those who 
ttftve heretofore objected to it are 
now and have been converted and 
are championing the cause of hu- 
manity.

TTTELSH RABBIT.—Toart bread 
YV without crusts, butter and keep 


hot until ready for use. Kelt 


In a double boiler one tabtespoonfol of 
butter, add one-half pound of Ameri- 
can cheese, shaved fine; stir until 
smooth, add a pinch of dry mustard, 
salt and cayenne pepper. Stir well; 
then add one-half cupful of ale or beer,

Scrambled Eggs With Cheese.—One- 


half pound of cheese, grated or cut 
into email pieces; four eggs, one tattle-' 
spoonful of chopped'parslfly, a pinch of 
nutmeg,, one-half - teaspoonful of salt 
Beat the eggs slightly, mix them with 
the other ingredients and cook over a 
very slow fire, stirring constantly, so 
that the cheese may. be melted by the 
time the! egga are cooked.;

Cheese Cake.-^One and one-half cap- 


fuls of cottasel:heese, two tablespoon- 
fuls of cream, one-half cupful of sugar, 
three eggs, juice and grated rind of 
one lemon or, if preferred, one tea- 
spoonfui of vanilla and one; teaspoon- 
ful of melted butter. Press the curd 
through a colander, add the eggs, well 
beaten; then the other Ingredients and 
beat all till smooth. Line a deep pie 
dish with paste, fill with this mixture 
and bake thirty minutes. If desired 
some currants may be added. 'Little 
tarts baked in patty pans are nice filled 
with this mixture.

Cabbage au Parmesan. — To make 


cabbage with cheese you boil-a cab- 
bage in the usual way, drain well, 
press out all the water and chop it up. 
Make a sauce.with.one ounce each of 
butter and flour and half a pint of 
milk, seasoning it with a saltspoonful 
of'.salt and a little coralline pepper. 
Have ready a buttered fireproof dish, 
spread a layer of; the cabbage at the 
bottom of the dish, cover with some of 
the sauce, dust rather thickly with 
grated Parmesan cheese and make a 
second layer in the same way. Cover 
with grated breadcrumbs, dot tiny 
pieces of butter over the surface and 
place in the oven till nicely colored, 
then serve very hot.

HE conscription Is In full opera-: 


tion. 
Approximately 10,000,000 


men between the ages of twenty- 


one and thirty-one have been regis- 
tered, and from this number Uncle 
iSam will take his first army of 625,000 
for active duty In France. 
I Everybody is familiar with what 
happened on that momentous day, 
.Tuesday, June 5, 1917. There is no 
need to repeat the story of what oc- 
curred then. In great contrast with 
the actions of the citizens hi 1917 we 
read of the terrible draft riots that 
occurred In New York city and, to a 
lesser extent, in other cities of the 
.United States In 18G3. 


The draft of 1917 was essentially 


democratic. 
Exemption cannot be 


jbought It must be for cause. 
| The draft of 1863, besides being so 
conducted as to suggest a blind lottery 
with life,* the names coming oat of a 
wheel like prizes of fate, was undem- 
ocratic. Exemption could be bought 
.for money. One whose name was 
drawn had either to go to the front or 
pay $300 to money. Thia was what 
really caused the violent protest, 
the New York Tribune. 
; The riots of 1863 took New York un- 
aware. 
On July 13, 1863, at 10:30 


o'clock hi the morning a pistol shot 
cracked at Forty-sixth street and Third 
avenue. That shot was the signal for 
a reign of terror which for five days 
filled the streets with howling mobs. 
The man It killed was the first of 
hundreds .who fell In the ensnlng col- 
lisions between rioters on one side and 
police and soldiers on the other. New- 
York was in the throes of the draft 
riots of 1863. 


Speeches denunciatory of the gov- 


ernment and compulsory military serv- 
ice, the circulation of inflammatory 
handbills urging resistance to tbe 
draft, the organization of societies to 
oppose It, activities of radicals Inciting 
volence—all these were part of the op- 
position to conscription in 1863. 
Men 


of Influence and recognized Integrity 
lent their sympathy and aid to the anti- 
draft movement, though not to the law- 
lessness attending it The crisis devel- 
oped suddenly. The drawing of names 
was started unexpectedly on the morn- 
Ing of Saturday, July 11. There had 
been little preparation, aside from the 
.preliminary enrollment some jttrne be- 
fore. Up to the morning of the draft 
the murmurings of complaint had been 
pitched in a key too'low to alarm the 
authorities. Even on the first day of 
the drawing a certain apathy seemed 
to hover over the throng that had as- 
sembled in a little office room at 677 
Third avenue to witness the lottery. 


The Draft Wheel. 


* On a raised platform at one end of 
the room bad been placed a great, hol- 
low wheel, with a crank by which it 
might be turned. Into this boxllke re- 
ceptacle had been put thousands of lit- 
tle rolls of paper, each of which bore 
a name- At the appointed hour of 10 
Charles H. Carpenter, a clerk, bar* 
armed and blindfolded, took his place 
.beside the wheel. He was to draw tbe 
names. 
Another clerk stood at the 


wheel to turn it 
v Four tunes the wheel whirled around. 
The crowd was rery stllL Even the 
rustle of the many bits of paper In the 
big hollow box might be distinctly 
heard. The wheel stopped and the 
clerk drew .back a sliding panel. Into 
the wheel went Carpenter's bare arm, 
and out it came with a tiny bit of pa- 
per clutched in his fingers. Charles E 
Jenkins, provost marshal, took the pa 
per from bis hand and opened It. tn 
a voice that vibrated tensely la the 
stillness he read the name: 
; "William Jones, Forty-sixth street, 
near Tenth avenue." 
, There was a stir in tbe crowd, a 
:«ound like a great sigh of relief from 
a hundred lips. Theu came the reac- 
tion. Some one laughed. A man's gruff 
voice muttered. "Poor Jones!" hi a,tone 
half pitying, half sarcastic. The mood 
of the crowd changed to one of ironic 
merriment.

the only defense of the city waa its 
police force of about 2,000 men. 


For'what followed bitter criticism 


was heaped on the officials-in charge 
of the draft for the sudden manner in 
which it waa put into operation at an 
inopportune time. No notification of 
when the draft would begin was given, 
it Is alleged, to General Wool, in com- 
mand of the military of the New York 
department; to Mayor George Opdyke, 
to Governor Horatio Seymour or to 
the police department The drawing 
of names was begun most unexpected- 
ly hy Provost Marshal Jenkins hi what 
Was then the Twenty-second ward, 
Ninth congressional district. 


Mob la Ugly Mood. 


Before the drawing of names was re- 


sumed at 677 Third avenue at 10 
o'clock Monday morning the spirit of 
mob resistance had already developed 
far. There was an ugly tone to the 
murmurings of the crowd that gath- 
ered outside the provost marshal's of- 
fice. There were few in the office when 
the drawing began aside from the pro- 
vost marshal, his clerks and assistants 
and representatives of the press. For 
half an boor the wheel spun quietly. 
About seventy-five names had been 
added to the list, when suddenly there 
came the report of a pistol, the sound 
that marked the beginning of the five 
days' reign of disorder. An if at a sig- 
nal a shower of bricks and stones de- 
scended on the marshal's office, la one 
second every window had been smash- 
ed and the room was filled with flying 
missiles. The mob then charged the 
office., The clerks carried the wheel to 
the top floor of the brick building, the 
upper floors of which were used as 
dwellings. Hiding it in a corner, tney 
escaped from the building, as fire start- 
ed by the mob in the office below began 
o eat Its way upward. Climbing a 
'ence in the rear of the building, Pro- 
vost Marshal. Jenkins sought safety hi 
an adjoining house, where he lay in 
tiding while the mob howled for his 
life. 


For two hoars and a half the mob 


held sway In the blocks about Forty- 
sixth street and Third avenue. Hand- 
!uls of police sent against them proved 
jowerlesS. . '.';.•.. 
•••.- 


Superintendent^Kennedy, In charge 


of the police forc^nventured among the 
crowd in citlzea'jf • clQthes during the 
first stages of the^'riot He was recog- 
nized and set upon hy a score of men. 
Fleeing" for his life, he was pursued 
for blocks, finalljfc Intercepted by an- 
other band and beaten Into insensibil- 
ity. 
• 


At 1 o'clock, after three buildings 


had been burned, six families rendered 
lomeless and theienttre block endan- 
gered, a sudden whimsy of the mob 
caused it to rush away down Third 
avenue. This gave the fire department 
its- first opportunity to check the 
spreading flames.: 


Hand to Hand Battle. 


At Thirty-fourth street and Third 


avenue the mob came face to face with 
a detachment of the provost guard on 
their way to the scene of the original 
riot, A hand to band battle followed 
up to Forty-fourth street When at 
last the showers of stones, bricks and 
clubs descending on the guard began 
to deplete Its ranks Lieutenant Reed 
gave the order to fire. Instantly the 
mob rasocd the guard, overpowered 
them- and took away their guns. Dis- 
armed, tbe handful of soldiers fled, 
pursued by the mob as far as Twen- 
tieth street 
< 


For the rest of the day tbe mob 


ruled tbe city,-with little resistance. 
Spasmodic efforts of the police to. 
check the riot resulted In frequent com- 
bats, in which both rioters and officers 
were killed or injured. Boards bear- 
tag the newly painted words "No 
Draftr were the banners under which 
the mobs marched tbe city's streets. 
House after bouse, the homes of draft 
officials. Abolitionist* and others who 
bad incurred the enmity of the mob, 
was sacked and burned. Stores were 
looted and the streets piled high with 
plunder waiting to be carried off. Tel- 
egraph poles were cut down and piled

First Presbyterian church last night, 
Dr. McCuaig discussed "Selection for 
Mateship." in the course of his ad- 
dress, Dr. McCuaig said: 


"Eugenics in any department of 


life has for its aim the improvement 
of the standard of the stock of that 
department. 
In all departments in 


which practical advance in eugenics 
has been made, such as with flowers 
and fruit, horses and cattle selection 
for mateship, has been found to be 
a matter of fundamental importance. 


Improvement of Human Race. 
"So when we come to the study of 


how to improve the human race it is 
natural that we should make deduc- 
tions from our experience with trees 
and animals and emphasize the im- 
portance of a selection of the man 
for the woman, and of the woman 
for the man. 
"In the making of these deductions 


most students and writers on the 
subject of human eugenics have been 
carried away by materalistic and 
rationalistic conceptions, overlooking 
the fact that-mantis not as the horse 
that has no understanding. 
"No law-made halter 
can 
lead 


either man or woman to this issue. 
The genius of youth rebels against 
such attempt. 
It is apparent, how- 


ever, that improved, selection must 
be effected of any advance is to be 
made in the improvement of the hu- 
man race. 
- 
"The first problem . involved in 


practical human eugenics," declared 
the lecturer, "is how to develop the 
true selective inclination in the in- 
dividual that this selection. may be 
made wisely by each individually. 
"This can be effected," he affirm- 


ed, "only through educational 
in- 


fluences from childhood." 
The development of control, ideal 


and purpose were strongly emphasiz- 
.ed. 
"In these the true love of the 


life will find channels 
deep 
and 


strong and safe."
